“honguaa't farming, Increase and efeet of
furcage, ciattle raoges, land values, eost of
production of the principal eereals and per
tim of profit. The report triaces the

caudes of doprosslon to, fiest, such as affoct
particulyr closses and speclal loeal Interesta;
sevondly, genoral causes afled r particular
kinds of propoecty, nnd thirdly, geacral couses
wihich affect all kinds of property. For in-
stance, loeal prices of grain are affected by
local conditiona such as lncrensge or decrease
of production; state of trade, remotencss from
rallways or e markels, charaeter of orop
and local dentand, while loegal prices of stock
are pffeated by prices of feed, convenienge of
marketing, home carmetition, i
drotiths, storms and quantity of crop,
lund values belng affeeted by nparsene
density of population, character of ¢
tles, habits of the peopls, varidhlencss: ;
hiealthifulpess of the climate, clinracter of
woll and financinl conditions.

The senotor finds that the market valoe
of cereals in afftected by the yield, bhut this
18 tess changeablo thun before facilitios for
transportation existed. Competition among
farmers affocts the prices of farm products
Just as competition does in other fndustries
farmere, however, boing, the report sayvs, of
n digndvaniage comparod with other ocon-
patlons, beenuse of thelr isolation. Farmers
cannot so onslly combine as manufaclurers
to effect results. The report then go
on to show how bonanza wheat farmi
reduces the cost of production to such farm

erg, stales that India is owr great sehent
rival and shows how rapldly the produc-
tion has Inerensed there In twenty yeiars,

and cluimg that the depreclation of silver
has had much to do with lowering the price
of wheat in Liverpool, added to which Eng-
land has alded Indin in every possible way;
that it costs but 13 cents there to ralse
It, 12 ecentx to put It on n wvessel ond 25
cents to send it to England=in all, only 60
cents per bushel. He clalmas that while the
production of wheat has inereased in this
country by opening up Inarge arcas and by
the machinery, the cost of production on
small farms has not materlally lessoned,
and he does not think overproduction ac-
counts for the low price of whent, He
does  elnlm, however, that the husiness
of “optlions and futures™ reduees prices, and
shows that in 1892 and 1803 twice as much
whent was sold on the New York Produce
exchange aos waa roalsed «fn  the Uniled
Htntes; that not over one in thirty bushels
thits sold had an actunl existence,

WHY OTHER THINGS HAVE DECLINED,

& The roport then proceeds th show how the

power of the grain dealers operates to redude
pricea, and claims that they and the millers
huve tremendous power over Lhe pggreiite
orop to -reduce prices, ' The report also dis-
cusses the decline in the price of sheop,
attributing it to the fall in the price of wool:
that the cause in the decline of the price of
horses may be found In n desire for better
slock, less demand for draft horses, intro-
duction of motive power, the cable, teaction
and other street rallway methods of propul-
kion, and even bleyeles; that the ‘decline in
the pries of cattlo Is found in the incroasge of
production in Texns and elsewhere in the
great west. Considorable space is devoted to
this toplo, It being claimed that the larger
denlera and packing houses have driven out
the small butchers nnd loeal dealers, which
has ecaused a power to spring up egaal to
that governing the price of wheat,

The report condedes that Cransportation
charges have decreased, bul contends thst
they are stlll excessive, caused by excossive
capltalization of stock In  rallways and
foreign competition is also advorted to some-
what. Land values are depressed because
of debt and taxation, the per capita of debt

on farms and houses being $101, and it is
thought Lhat too gauch personal properiy
excaper taxation, dugmenting real  estate
taxes,

Tho report proceeds to show that depregs
sion In prices is not confined to ugrieulture,
but runs through manufactured articlos aa
wall, nnd It guotes from the Aldrich senate
report. It then alludes to the concentration
of the monoy power, Sccrptary Carlisle's
vialt to the New York bankers, tho |ssue
of 360,000,000 of bonds, and elpima that it
Io within the powar of broliors, bankers anld

Epeculatora to. embarrags the governme il
uny time, the national ecredit being at their
mercy, The operations of resuming spocie

pavments are alluded to, the demonetization
of sllver and Issue of paper monsy coming

in for due share of comment and of oriy
elan,

In appreaching the remoedy for these condl-
tong the report savs that It most npot be
nssumoed that every phose of depresalon can
be removed or that all the jlls can be re
movod by leglalation. He dividea proposed
remudles for » of the evils into three
classes: Firat, such oas farmers onn ol

vidually Invent and dpply: second, such s
they can bring about by asseclation, and
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~FUTURE FOR THE FARMERS !

third, nuch as can he applied by legialation
He suggests changes of orops, Irrvigation,
avnoiintion of farmers, economy, character
of tillage and of crop. He then adverts to
the sugar Industry In the west, and regards
It am “a new pvenue open to western
farmern.'” He mpeaks of his personal visit
to the sugar factories and beet farmers In
Nebrpska, Kansas, Callfornin  and Utk
Hpeaking of this great national indusiry
the report says:

BUGGESTIONE A8 TO BUGAR.

“Among the mlvantages aftaching to this
Industry Is that the fartos may be amall and
the profit fair. A few acres of sultable
ground Is enough to neatly support an aver-
age family. Five hundred ten-aere, Afteen-
acke and twenty-ucre farms, spredd out with
a 600-ton factory in the midst, brings the
peuple close together in communities; thoy
are  farmers,  manufacturers, terchants
tencliers—a complate gotlal body, a village
of farmers and thelr delpers where all the
ndvantages of towns may be enjoyed out on
Lie furm

It e not to be expeoted, howoever, that
farmers will or cun go Into the business of
muanufacturing sugar without the nssintance
of men who have or oan  provire randy
money to Invest In the enterprise, and such
men will not mave In thar direction without
study and carcful preparation Nor  will
they engage Iin It at all unless they expect
to profit by the tenpsaction, and this brings

beforn ue the obstacles to ba overcame, In
tha first place, theros are few tralned sugnr
mikera In the United States who are not
now  ecmployed every honr of thelr time

Nor s there a sehool In the country davatad
to leaching the art of sugar making. And
we have no men who understand how to
handle sugar making machinery excopt such
An are now busy st work In factories nlready
established. What Is =till more In the way
I8 the fact that farmers have to learn how
th ralse good mugor beels, and thoere 8 tho
beginning point,

"The ground requires special preparation
and special tilage. Planting the sesd and
tiking care of the plants requires much
studlous and hard lubor, and all theso things
must he learned under Instegotion of ex-
periencod persong, It would not be prudent
o bogin the ‘erection of a factory until

after the farmers who expect
biets hoid at least one year
perience to Justify an  estimate
they can do.

"To acquirae this necessary experience I8 a
castly procesding—not to the farmer, becanss
lip can use his bests for cattle Teed, and he
lias Improved his land by more eareful till-
nge than he ever gave it hefore.  Hut the
projectors of the enterprise or they who
are expocted to furnish mast of the ready
money and the buslness mansgement will
take no' riske without well grounded ex-
pectations of making a4 good reward some
time, and they muost walt to learn how the
farmers succeed n the first move,

“The early succeas of the boet sugar In-
dustry In the United States largely depends

to supply the
practieal ox-
of what

on state and national legislation. The his-
tory of beet sugar In the Upited States Is
not untke that in forelgn countries. Dis-

agtor and failure resulted from our firsl at-
terpts, aind no small amount of capital was
awallowed up,  The early experlence of our
venturesome capitalists In behalf of this in-
dusiry contmend In 15828 and ran down
through 1863, 1870, eulminating in our recant
anil snceosstul efforts,

“The beet sugar producers of this country
are laboring under many disadvantages at
pregent; educating the farmaers I8 alone ex-
pensive: labor is a great factor and the In-
ability to market what is known a8 the “hy
products,” together with high frelght tariffs
and the sharp competition from abroad,
moke the Industry but a struggling Anancial
exporiment ng voer, These by products™
are of material valug in increasing the cost
here of sugar, They consist of the pulp,
which s extensively fed to cattle in Europe,
bocause it Is very fattening:; worth thers
$1.25 a ton, given away hore when 26 cents
cannot be obtalned for it Our farmers
have not yet come to realize its real worth,
Then we have the potush salts and the Hme
cake, uned abroad by farmers for fertilizing,
and liberally paid for, while in this country
It is an item of expense, as it must be hauled
away from the factory."

WHY A BOUNTY WAS GRANTED,

The report then goes on to show the rea-
son why congress changed its duty sugar
polley to the bounty policy, In 1800; among
the causes being that we desired to bulld up
cur own sugar industry, keep from $105,000,-
000 to $116,001,000 at home every vear that
we now send abroad for forelgn sugar, re-
dtice a “surplus’™ that then existed, give the
people cheaper sugar and open an avenue (o
the western farmer for a new and profitable
crop of bects or sorghum. The report
shows that the bounty method ‘of encourage.
ment bas Inereased cane sngar production
ng follows:  Hetween 1880 and 1885 the In-
areinse w ouly 7 per cenl;from 1885 to
1890 It was 33 per cent; from ‘1800 to 1882 (v
wild 25 per cent, and from 1892 to 1803 It waas
G0 per cent, and over that 1n 1881 to 1804,
while beet sugar production increased 40
per cent between 1850 und 1585; 46 per cant
in the next five years, 200 per cent in 1801,
240 per cent in1892 and 200 per cent in 1803,
The report proceeds:

It wias costing the people so much for
sugnr that congress, Iln 1800, determined to
remove the duty on foreign sugar below a
certnin grade and enter upoi a fourteen-year
exporiment (o datermine whether in that
time we could not bulld up a national sugar
industry In the Unlted States and whether
our own people could not fn that length of
time make sl or most of the sugar we col-
sime, It was enacted that during these four-
Leen vears a bounty of 2 cents shotld be paid
directly out of the tressury to manufacturers
of sugar for every pound they should make

above a eerlnin standard, and 134 cents a
poundl on sugar below thut standard, The
manulacture of domestie sugar has Inrigely
inereased since that law wihs pa , and

it I8 allowed to Fun s course and expire
by Umitation American manufaoturers ought
to be able to supply most ofthe sugar we
necd at priced as low ns At can he furnished
to us by forelgn muanufactupers, but whither
thoy reach that point or not the peoaple will

“"The per capltn consumplion In 1802 was
.8 pounds. A Tamily of five would have
congumed say 321%W  pounds, which wounld
have cost under the duly polley; $20.70 1-6,
and under the bounty policy., FT.66%. a
difference of $0.18 2224, cnough to pay
axes of many a farmer.

“This difference o cost of sugar under

the old and new polley Increases as the pro-
duetion Inoreases on the basls stated, So
that under the bounty pollcy a very much
larger sum would remain in the poekets of
the consumers and taxpayers than the total
bounty or the bounty for any on¢ year, For
Instance, if the people were called on to pay
8 1-3 cents per pound for the sugar, they
will probably consume, If the price I8 low
In 1905, G,440,000.000 pounds, at 8§ 1-8 cents,
wonld be BGL250.000; wt 6% cents It would
be $209,200 000; at 614 cents, it a duty of 1
cont per poufid was put upon sugar, it would
L $353,600,000, .
“So that in elther event the people In
1906 would be gainers of from $153,000,000 to
$100.000,000, It the dunl pontey of 1 cont
duty and 1 cent bounty was adopted, then
I 1905, out of the $100,000.0M of difference
this reventes could roceive about $25,000,000
and the bounty be fully pald.

“The statistical abstract shows that prlor
to 1590-01, In about forty-one or forty-two
years, the people pald in duty on sugar
Lthe cnormong sum of $1,150,000,000, and that
we senl abroad for sugur in that time, in
gold or ita equivalent, over $2.600,000,000.

EFFECT OF FREE 2UGAR.
“If the polley of free sugar, or without

any protection to our domestic manufac-
turers, Is to he Innugurated at this time
it would doubtless have the effect to

check the development of our sugur Industry;
for, while existing factorles might he able
to eripple along in the face of forelgn com-
petitors so strong as to be able at all times
to control the price In our own tharkets,
no prudent capitalist would care to enter
the field as a beginner so long as he could
maoke his money earn 3 per cent interest
in other enterprises.

“Hut wa beg leave to submit, that as
long as the people maintain a protective
polley ns to manufactures of cotton, wool,
fron, wood, clay, rags and other articles in
t thousand forms, It is no more fust than It
Is patriotic to close the doors agulnst farm-
ers who see a profitable busincss open o
them, if the government will agdist manu-
facturers to develop the sugar industry as |t
has holped other classes of manufacturers
to devilop other industries. All the farmer
neods 18 falr play.”

The remedies for the ovils set forth in
Senator Poffer's report, so far as they can
be remedied by congress and the states, are:
A warchouse and groding systemn; equalizo-
tlon of state taxation: an Improved system
of government crop and muarket reports; ab-
olition of aptlons and futures; consolidation
of the transportation business; improvement
of our monetary system, amd divorcing the
government from the moneved Interest.

The report as a whole is considersd a falr
amd able presentation of the cause of agril-
culture in its many phases, and while all
men may not be agreed vpon all its sugges-
tions, it is a document hound to réceive
widesproad attention and thorough reading.
It is consldered as completely overthrowing
the prejudice ereated in certain quarters by
demagogues against the domestic sugar in-
dustry, the present polley being the cheap-
est for the people and the wisest for the
governmant.

Fraud by Which the Railroads Ars Robbed
of Thousande Every Year,

HARVEST REAPED DURING WORLD'S FAIR

Companies Likely to Take Concerted Action
to Stop the Husiness-Clreomstances
in the West thur  Disconrnge
Schemes of the Scalper.

The counterfolting of rallroad tiekets (=
beooming so great o menfee to the earnings
of rallroad corporations that something must
bo done shortly by the companies Lo put a
stop th one of the growing “Industries’ cone
nocted  with  rallway affalrs. The fgures
represonting tho holes made In the dividends
of certain rallroad coporations during the
past year alone by the of tiokot
counterfeiters would, probably, If set down
on the debit alde of the dccount
Ing black and white, prove o staggerer to
the stockholders proviously unaware of tholr
existonce. For lusthnes, It I8 elaimed
those who are (n a posltion to know, that
the sum total of losses incurred by the rall-
roads by the wholesale counterfeiting of
tickets consequent on the World's falr pas-
genper trafic conld not have fallen far short
of §500,000.

IT CAN BE DONE EASILY.

These figures, if they are true, and there
sooms no good remson to doubt them, may

nand a rallroad corporation to which every
undetected counterfeit rallway ticket menns
the dead loss of that railway fare The

United States treasury, which cancoels and
does not redeem a eounterfeit note turned
into It by individual or bank, bhas under |ty
direcetion a secret sorvice burean, one of
whose chief duties it is to keep the sharpest
of lookouts for counterfeiters and their ont-
puts. The greatest care and secreooy s
preserved In the manufacture of the governs
ment paper for bank notes and every difli-
culty that ecan be thrown in the way of
counterfeiters by means of involved and in-
tricate design and engraving, obseure but
tell-tale water marks, and almost intmitable
minutae of workmanship and finlsh are to be
found on greenbacks of the smallest denoml-
natlon.

“Rallroad companfes, on the other hand,
with a simplicity in the manufacture and
design of their tickets, afford a broad, fair

target for the shafts of the forger. Their
tickets are printed on the eommonest of
papier, or even cardboard, obtainable by

anybody and everybody, from any and every
paper house In a large cliy. The method
and deslgn of printing are of the simplest
and can be Imitated by a man who would
throw up his hands In despair at the bare
idea of imitating the design of a dollar bill.
In very many cases, too, the ticket clerk
fills out with pen and ink, in a blank
space left for the purpose, the name of the
ptotion to which the buyer of the ticket is
entitled to be carried. Seclog that there s
nothing in the paturae of the paper or In
its manufacture to betray the use of chem-
fenls, it is obviously the casiest thing In
tiie world for a dishonest purchaser chemi-
cally to delete the ticket clerk’'s entry, and,
by writing the name of a different station in
the blank space, enhance the value of his
tiekat for several dollars.  The different colors
in which the various tlckets are printed
add lttle or ne difficulty to the task of
the counterfelter, used ns they ure on the
commaonest kinds of paper and cardboard.”

EXTENDED THEIR OPERATIONS.

Emboldaned by their success during the
World's fair, counterfelters have ex{ended
thoir field of operations te roads not affected
last year, the latest company to feel the
forca of a fraudulent ticket belng the De-
troit, Lansing & Northern, General Pas-
senger Agoent George De Haven having dis-
coverad a froudulent skeleton coupon ticket
purporting to be of the Detrolt, Lansing &
Northern issus on the morket. The tickets
are printed on bright yellow glazed surface
taper, with white baek and aro provided with
bitit gne coupon.The 'oKers' plan of operalion
I# 10 use these tickets for scalplng business
between Columbus (0. and large commer-
elal eenters like Cloclnnatl, Indianapolis,
ete, The ticket {8 mnede to rend to some
point beyond the destination of the pas-
kenger, @8 Chicago, for cxanmple, and the
holder furnished with a  rebate  order
which upon presenintlon and surronder of
the ticket, will get the holder the agrooed
upon difference. Tho sigpature of Mr. De
Haven to this fraudulent tiekel 18 so pilpa-
